TO  THE  PUBLIC, 

It  is  unnecefTary  to  enter  (as  is  the  Practice  of  fome)  into  a  Diflertation  on  the  Teeth 
and  their  diforders,  in  order  to  recommend  what  muft  neceflarily  hand  on  the  fame 
ground,  on  which  its  value  was  at  firh  eftablilhed  ;  much  lefs  amufe  the  unwary  with 
a  narrative  of  the  J curvy ,  and  other  difeafes  as  rarely  exihing  in  the  mouth  ;  and  which,, 

when

when  they  do,  never  are  owing  to  cetufcs,  nor  yet  admit  of  a  cute,  within  the  Dentifts 
fphere.  Let  it  fuffice  then  to  remark,  that  the  Teeth  contribute  both  to  ufefulnefs 
and  beauty;  Speech  and  health  are  alike  aflifted  by  them ;  Their  importance  therefore 
calls  for  a  proportioned  care.  With  the  Teeth,  the  Gums ,  are  alfo  much  affeCted  ;  and 
thofe  complaints,  though  feldom  fatal,  are  neverthelefs  troublefome  and  difgufting. 

An  offenfive  Breath ;  a  difagreeable  colour,  and  an  incruftation  on  the  Teeth  ; 
a  fponginefs  of  th <zGums,  with  their  aptitude  to  bleed  on  the  flighted;  touch,  are  the 
mod;  frequent  diforders  of  thofe  parts ;  and  when  they  are  apparent,  the  general  idea,  and 
aflertions  are,  that  the  Gums  are  affeCted  with  the  Scurvy,  and  that  the  Teeth  will  be 
thereby  deftroyed :  In  this  Cafe,  an  ejfeB  is  miflaken  for  a  caufe ,  and  medicines  are 
obtruded  on  the  Public,  on  principles  very  unworthy  the  confidence  placed  in  thofe, 
who  offer  their  remedies,  for  the  cure  of  thefe  complaints.  The  truth  is,  that  an 
exudation  on  the  furface  of  the  Teeth,  produces  their  faulty  colour  ;  The  ftony  crufi; 
which  injurioufly  forms  itfelf  on  the  Teeth,  by  deftroying  the  natural  adhefion  of  the 
Gums  thereto,  occafions  that  fponginefs  complained  of,  with  their  difpofition  to  bleed  on 
the  flighted:  provocation  ;  and  by  detaining  particles  of  our  Food  until  they  putrify,  is 
the  moft  general  caufe  of  a  fetid  Breath.  All  which  diforders  are  Prevented  by  a 
timely  and  fteady  ufe  of  the 

ANTISCORBUTIC  TINCTURE  and  DENTIFRICE, 

and  if  they  have  actually  taken  root,  thefe  Medicines  are  the  moft  effectual  means  of 
Removing  them. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  THEIR  USE. 


Pour  as  much  of  the  Tindture  upon  a  proper  Tooth  Brufti  as  is  fufficient  to  wet  it 
perfectly.,  then  dip  it  in  the  Dentifrice,  rub  the  Teeth  both  infide  and  out,  for  fome 
little  time,  which  continue  to  do  daily,  until  the  defired  effect  be  produced  ;  This  will 
be  in  a  very  few  days,  unlefs  the  Cafe  is  very  bad  indeed,  for  by  the  fpecific  quality 
of  thefe  remedies,  the  cruft  upon  the  Teeth  will  be  diftolved  :  (without  the  leaji  injury 
to  the  Enamel)  the  Gums  reftored  to  their  natural  adhefion  and  firmnefs ;  and  theprin» 
cipal  caufe  of  a  foul  breath  being  thus  removed,  the  moft  definable  confequences  muft 
follow.  The  Brufli  fliould  be  ufed  upwards  and  downwards  more  than  crofs-ways ; 
afterwards,  mix  about  equal  parts  of  the  Tindture  and  plain  water  together,  with 
which  wafh  the  mouth. 

If  through  negleB ,  the  moft  frequent  occafional  caufe,  or  other  accidents,  a  Tooth  is 
actually  decayed,  or  is  affected  with  confiderable  pain  ;  as  the  total  lofs  thereof  may 
poffibly  affeCt  the  fpeech,  or  the  beauty  of  the  face,  as  well  as  occafion  a  painful 
operation  in  extracting  it,

Is  recommended  as  a  yet  further  Prefcrvativt,  In  general  the  pain  is  immediately 
alleviated  by  it,  and  foon  afterwards  entirely  removed-,  the  Tooth  may  then  be 
continued  without  any  of  the  inconveniencies  attending  either  decay  or  extrattion. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  ITS  USE. 

A  little  of  the  Effence  is  to  be  taken  warm  into  the  mouth,  incline  it  to  the  fidevvheie 
the  affeaed  tooth  is,  and  repeat  it  if  there  Ihould  be  occafion.  It  effeaually  relieves  the 
moft  violent  Tooth-Ach’s ;  preventing  the  afflux  of  humours,  and  furpnfingly 
Removing  thofe  already  fettled  upon  the  parts :  The  pain  feems  often  on  the  firft 
application  of  it  to  increafe,  but  foon  after  abates  and  goes  off.  Afterwards,  if  the 
hollow  of  the  Tooth  will  admit  of  it,  a  bit  of  lint  wetted  with  the  Effence  may  be  put 
into  it,  with  the  point  of  a  Black  pin,  and  fuffered  to  remain  for  feme  time  to  perfeft 

the  cure. 

Upon  the  whole  ;  if  the  Teeth  are  kept  clean,  and  the  firmnefs  of  the  Gums,  with 
their  adhefion  thereto  is  preferved,  (as  may  be  done  by  the  ufe  of  the  Antifcorbutic 
TinHure  and  Dentifrice)  we  ihould  feldom  hear  of  difeafes  in  thofe  parts  ;  and  though,  with 
truth,  more  might  be  faid  of  the  extraordinary  effe&s  produced  by  thefe  preparations 
than  by  any  other  upon  a  fimilarplan,  yet  to  be  univerfally  infallible  is  not  pretended  to, 
but  fo  far  as  Art  extends,  they  are  adequate  to  the  purpofes  for  which  they  are  intended.
